SUPERINTEN DING SCHOOL COMMUNE. 


FELLOW CITIZENS OF FREMONT: : 
I respectfully submit the following Report:— 


We have had quite successful schools for the past year, tas the 
tendance in a few schools was somewhat bad; the others have b 
good. ‘The indolent habit of tardiness has pone very unusual in’ 
or three of our schools: for an example; eighty instances of tardir 
in a school of four weeks. Some cases of tardiness cannot be avoidé! 
but such constant occurrences as this must be only a mere habit, whit 
teachers ought to make earnest efforts to break up. The increasing 9} 
terest manifested for the welfare of our schools, as shown by the 
cord of visits, still continues. I have seen with pleasure several pi 
sons in our school-rdoms this year for the first time in a series of eg} 
years. I trust the welcome given them by teachers and pupils; 
exercises there witnessed; their love for, and interest in, the rising ¢ 
ration; their well wishes that the cause of education may progr ei 
prosper with us; will influence them, and aller. our citizens, to. 
the echnaltasont often, and see for themselves that everything s 
right. 

Owing to a deficiency in the Litany Fand, and a regction 
proportionment for public taxes, our school money no 
much as usual, causing our schools to be cut short of 
each from what they have been. Can there not be a remedy for 
Why not appropriate the Savings Bank and Railroad taxes for sch 
if not both, one of them? Your Committee has contemplated mal 
a change in Readers a year or two past, but the proper time did 
seem to arrive until this year.. After comparing three different seri
